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Consuls Report on Outlook for Introduc 
tion of American Sliver and Plated 
Ware Into Germany. 
Wasuincton. D. C., July 22.—The Stat 
Department has received a series of report 
from Germany on silver and silver plate 
ware and the outlook for the introductio1 
of American productions. From Municl 
comes one from Consul Worman, who say 
the consumption of plated goods in his dis 
trict is not large, and that the deman 
would have to be cultivated. The obstacle 
to the extension of American trade are that 
the price of plated ware is so low that it 
will require close business methods an 
special attractions to compete. wit! 
native manufacturers. In silverware the 
designs of local goldsmiths are better 
suited to German taste, and  mucl 
of the finer silverware is made by hand 
from special designs, which in general are 
more ornate and elaborate than is cus 
tomary in the United States. Old designs 
are being mechanically reproduced, and are 
meeting with much favor. If American 
manufacturers would adapt their designs to 
the local market, following the tendency of 
local trade, and establish at some central 
point a wareroom where orders could be 
speedily filled, this market could gradually 
be won over. As German houses do not 
carry large stocks as a rule and are accus- 
tomed to order when sales are made, the 
delay and difficulty of replenishing stock 
from America would be a serious difficulty 
and must be guarded against from the very 
start in any effort to popularize such 

American ware in South Germany. 

Consul Peters, at Plauen, says the citi 
zens of that consular district cannot be 
classified with those residing in the sur 
rounding cities, such as Leipzig and Chem- 
nitz, where the old burgerlich families have 
inherited from long lines of wealthy an 
cestors fortunes that have permitted them t 
indulge their fancy in the purchase of 
beautiful articles of silver. The wealth of 
Plauen is a new wealth, increasing rap 
idly, it is true, but at the best it can only 
be regarded as working capital, which is re 
quired in business that is ever moving for- 
ward, leaving very little to be expended on 
artistic productions in any branch. For 
these reasons plated ware is used on most 
of the tables of the citizens of Plauen 
There is ng local manufacture in that dis 
trict. / 

The American silversmith who enters the 
field of competition in Germany and ex 


pects an easy victory will be rudely awak 


ened to the fact that he has a clever, hard 
working people as his competitors; people 
who are well up in all business, who know 
what their customers require and give it t 
them, and who are willing to make long 


credits for the sake of business. Three t 
six months will be given to firms of good 
standing, while 2 and 3 per cent. is giver 


for cash. Our manufacturers can certainly 
do business in Germany, but they must d 
it as the German is in the habit of doing 
it, and they must make up their minds 
that they must find out what is required 
by personal inspection of the field. The 
consular officer can give all the local in 
formation, but as he is not a manufacturer 
he cannot grasp the conditions as well as 
one who is conversant with all that is re 
quired. Consul Peters says in conclusion 
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that care should be given to catalogues. 
They should state the weight and per- 
‘entage of silver in each article, the price 
f the design and the total price. 

Consul Langer, at Solingen, says that as 
that consular district is chiefly noted for 
manufacturing cutlery, it is very difficult 
to find out the quantity of silver and plated 
goods imported, but he is told that some 
manufacturers, who are also jobbers, sell a 
line of plated spoons and forks of German 
manufacture. Consul Langer unable

Julius King Optical Co. Wins Suit 
Against Infringers of Its Patent 
on Eyeglass Guards. 

Judge Geo. W. Ray, of the United States 
Circuit Court at New York, handed down 
an opinion, Wednesday, in the patent suit 
brought by the Julius King Optical Co., 2 
Maiden Lane, New York, against Bilhoefer 
& McCoy, opticians, at 41 E. 42d St., New 
York, on the infringement of an eyeglass 
guard, in favor of the former concern. 
The decision of Judge Ray entitled the 
complainant to an injunction against the 
defendants and to an accounting, and or- 
ders that a decree be prepared accordingly. 
In the opinion of the court the complain- 
ant’s patent is valid and the defendants 
have infringed the patents 

The suit in question was begun in De- 
cember, 1901, against Fred F. Bilhoefer and 
Arthur W. McCoy, trading as Bilhoefer & 
McCoy. An answer to the complaint was 
filed Jan. 2, 1902. Subsequently Mr. Bil- 
hoefer transferred his interest in the firm to 
Richard Stillwell and the business was con- 
ducted at the same place under the style of 
McCoy & Stillwell. A supplemental bill 
brought in Mr. Stillwell as a party defend- 
ant, 

The patent involved in the action was 
granted to Walter S. Wells in 1889 and 
six years later was transferred to Leo 
Wormser, of the Julius King Optical Co. 
From this patent the complainant developed 
what is known as the “Anchor” guard. 
About July, 1901, the defendants put an 
article on the market known as the “Lasso” 
guard. This guard was manufactured by 
the Fox Optical Co., of Philadelphia. 

The suit was argued before Judge Ray 
in March, this year. It was claimed by the 
complainants that the guard was 
an infringement of the “Anchor” guard by 
virtue of the fact that both contained two 
pads, one of which is arranged in the same 
place as the lenses, and the other arranged 
above and in the rear of the first pad. This 
second and upper pad is adapted to grasp 
the fleshy portion of the nose, while the pad 
which is on the plane of the lenses is 
adapted to grasp the bony part of the nose 
and act as a steadiment, prohibiting the 
glasses from swiveling, or turning on the 
axis formed by the two upper pads.

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William C. Strawbridge, for the defend 
ants, declared that the “Lasso” guard w: 
not an infringement on the “Anchor” guar 
because it was an improvement on the o 
Fox “off-set” guard which was patented i 
1884. H. A. West, counsel for the con 
plainants, declared that his clients had bui 
up considerable with their “Ar 
chor” guard patent, and that the defend 
ants’ alleged infringement had injured ther 
considerably. 

The testimony in the suit consumed mors 
than a year’s time in its completion, an 
witnesses including members of the firm 
interested, experts and practical optician 
were examined and a mass of evidence ir 
typewritten form presented to the court. 

In his opinion, which consists of 16 pages 
of closely typewritten matter, Judge Ray 
declared in part as follows: 

All the patents and devices in evidence and ir 
use prior to filing of the application for complair 
ants’ patent have been carefully examined. The 
complainants’ patent is a new and useful inven 
tion and was not anticipated. No equivalent wa 
in use prior to the filing of the application for this 
patent. It proved a business and commercial suc 
cess and met with large sales. 

The defendants’ device or “Lasso’ 
eyeglasses, although, so far as the nosepiece is 
concerned, formed of a single piece of meta 
usually, is a substantial duplication of the con 
plainant’s guards, and was intended to be, and en 
bodies the same principle and ideas and serves 
the same purposes. It has the complainant’s posts 
in a different form, true, but the pressure or hold 
ing upon the nose comes at the same points in the 
same manner, substantially, and all of the U 
shaped loop mentioned in defendant’s patent is 
surplussage except the points of pressure upon the 
which points may appropriately be called 
pads. It is immaterial on the question of infring« 
ment that the points of pressure serving as pads 
are connected by superabundant

Imitation Cameos Declared to be Duti- 
able as Imitation Precious Stones. 
The decision in the test case to determine 

whether or not imitation cameos made from 

glass or paste are dutizble at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem under Par. 112, of the Tariff Act 
of 1899, “as manufactures of glass,” or 

at 20 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 435, 

“as imitations of precious stones composed 

of glass or paste not exceeding one inch in 

diameter, and _ not painted or 
otherwise decorated and not mounted or 
set,” was handed down by the Board of 

Classification of the United States General 

Appraisers last week, and the im 

porters. 

The particular case in question was con 
ducted by W. Wickham Smith, attorney for 
Albert Lorsch & Co., importers of precious 
and semi-precious stones, of New York and 
Providence, who protested last January 
against the ruling of United States General 
Appraiser De Vries, who decided in the 
previous protest of Arthur Henius that imi 
tation cameos, as those in the present case, 
were dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Testimony was taken and submitted be 
fore the Board the third week in January, 
and briefs by opposing counsels were filed 
about 10 days later. Several experts and 
dealers in semi-precious and precious stones 
in New York testified at the hearing. The 
trade at large is much interested in the 
outcome, as the decision was expected to 
affect not only imitation cameos, but several 
other mooted questions regarding the classi- 
fication of imitation stones in general.

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Three Women Cleverly Rob Austin 
(Tex.) Jewelers of a Souvenir Spoon. 
AustTINn, Tex., July 22.—The G. A. Bahn 

Optical & Diamond Co., of this city, was 

cleverly robbed recently by three well 

dressed women, and although the jewelry 
house simply lost a souvenir spoon, th 
methods employed by the thieves might 
have been used with equal success to ob 
tain valuable diamonds or jewelry As 
the game may be tried in other parts of 
the country with better results, the jew 
elry concern has made all the facts public 

According to the report, three well 
dressed women, wearing large stylish 
hats, walked into the G. A. Bahn Optical 
& Diamond Co.’s store, at 622 Congress 
Ave., and one of them asked for an ar 
ticle which the company did not keep 
\s they started to go out another one 
remembered that she wished a souvenir 
spoon, and all three approached the show 
case The one who wanted the spoon 
stood in the middle, and the others on 
either side of her, completely screening 
her actions, the three meantime keeping 
up an animated conversation. 

After a clerk had placed a tray of spoons 
on the case the lady in the center placed 
her sunshade lengthwise on the counter 
before her and commenced handling the 


spoons. The prices did not suit her, and 
she apparently found difficulty in making 
a selection. Then showing symptoms of 


near-sightedness, she brought the tray 
close to her and tilted her head forward 
in such a way that her hat touched the 
counter and completely hid the tray from 
the view of the attending clerk, while the 
companions on either’ side _ practically 
screened her from the other salesmen 
After apparently looking over all the 
spoons, she remarked that she could not 
decide “‘just then.”’” Apologizing to the clerk, 
she stated that she would be back later, 
and immediately left the store with her 
companions. 

Immediately after the women had gone 
the clerk discovered that one of the 
spoons was missing. The women were 
not seen again, and no arrests have been 
made. 


Appeals in Arthur M. Felson Case Argued 
Before Judge Ray. 

Utica, N. Y., July 22.—There was an ar- 
gument before Judge Ray, at Norwich, 
yesterday on orders to show cause why 
Arthur M. Felson, a bankrupt jeweler at 
Gouverneur, N. Y., should not turn over 
to his trustee about $6,000 which, it is al 
leged, he has withheld, and also to show 
cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt of court in not paying the 
amount. 

The contempt proceedings were stayed 
by the appeal made by Felson from thx 
Referee in Bankruptcy’s decision. An ap 
peal from the ruling of the Referee was 
also filed by the creditors, who claimed 
that Felson secreted assets amounting to 
about $20,000. Felson was in_ court

To Appeal to Congress. 


Fox Bros. & Co. to Ask for Relief from 
Penalties Following Reappraisement 
of Diamonds. 

CINCINNATI, O., July 25.—Fox Bros. & 
Co., the diamond importers and cutters of 
this city whose shipment of diamonds was 
recently advanced by United States General 
\ppraiser T. S. Sharretts 15 per cent. above 
the invoice valuation and subsequently, on 
appeal to the full Board of United States 
General Appraisers at New York, reduced 
to 10 per cent. above the importers’ valua 
tion, will appeal their case directly to Con 
gress On a motion for relief and ask that 
the regular penalty of 1 per cent. for every 
| per cent. advance made by the appraisers 
be remitted. 

So far as known this will be the first ap 
peal of its kind in the history of the dia 
mond industry of this country. It is the 
last Step to get around the effect of the 
penalty clause in the present Tariff Act, 
which declares in effect that no officer of the 
Government, even when satisfied of the im- 
porter’s honesty, has authority to remit a 
penalty in such a case. In the Fox Bros. & 
Co.’s case there was no intention to defraud 
and the appraising officers for the Govern- 
ment have so declared, but in spite of this 
there is no relief except through Congress. 

The following interview concerning the 
revenue law and the appeal was obtained in 
New York by a CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY reporter, 
Monday, from ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer, 
who, with Col. Dudley Phelps, represented 
the Cincinnati importers. Mr. Dittenhoefer 
said: 

The case of Fox Bros. & Co. exhibits more glar 
ingly than any case within my experience the 
monstrous and unconscionable features of many 
yf the provisions of the present tariff administra 
tive system. Here was an invoice admittedly hon 
est; so declared by Mr. Sharretts and the Board 
of General Appraisers. There was no pretence of 
a fraudulent undervaluation. The invoice repre- 
sented honestly and fairly the actual price paid 
for the diamonds in the Amsterdam market, but it 
was claimed that the price so paid was not the 
actual market value in Amsterdam at the time of 
the shipment of the diamonds to New York 
Though the evidence showed that the Amsterdam 
market was at the time of the purchase of these 
diamonds full of buyers from America and other 
countries, and though it is inconceivable, in view 
of the fact of there having been so many com 
peting buyers in the market, and that these dia 
monds were purchased through a well known 
broker who was broker of some of these compet 
ing buyers, that they could be purchased at less 
than the market price, and Mr. Sharretts made 
in advance of 15 per cent., which was subsequently 
reduced by the Board of General Appraisers to 
between nine and 10 per cent. This advance was 


made upon the evidence of other importers of 
whom hardly any two agreed with each other, who 
differed widely in their estimate ot value, some of 
whom advancing an item $4,220 above the invoice 


price, and others reducing the very same item 
below the invoice price The difference in some 
cases between experts was over 70 per cent Two

Hermann Settel to Waive Extradition 
Proceedings. 


MontTREAL, July 22.—Hermann Settel, 
alias Henry Settle, who was arrested in 
this city three weeks ago on a charge of 
stealing diamonds worth $1,800 from a

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court Confirms Election of Wm. B. Kinney 
as Trustee for the Spencer Optical 
Mig. Co., of New Jersey. 


Newark, N. J., July 22.—An oral deci 
ion given by Judge Kirkpatrick, of the 
Inited States District Court at Trenton, 
N. J., Monday, sustained the ruling of 
teferee in Bankruptcy Frederick W. 
Leonard, in permitting the election of 
William B. Kinney as trustee in bank- 
uptcy of the Spencer Optical Mfg. Co., 
f this city. This decision was the result 
ff an appeal from the Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy’s ruling by Hastings & Gleason, 
representing the Jewelers Association and 
Board of Trade of New York. 

Mr. Gleason contended that Kinney’s 
election to the trusteeship was illegal in- 
asmuch as it was by a certain faction of 
the creditors who were working for the 
interests of the bankrupts, instead of the 
creditors in general. He attempted to 
show that the power of attorney from 
creditors representing this faction, which 
had elected Mr. Kinney, was obtained 
by certain promises to these cred- 
itors. After a lively tilt between the law- 
yers of both sides the Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy sustained the election of Mr. Kin- 
ney. The case was then taken to Judge 
Kirkpatrick, who, after a brief hearing, 
sustained the Referee in his position. 

The case probably will not be appealed 
further, and Mr. Kinney will remain 
trustee. Meanwhile the factory here has 
been closed pending the taking of stock 
by the following appraisers: William 
Wisner, Jean R. Tack and Mr. McIntyre. 
These men will begin work Friday and 
will hurry the stock-taking along as 
quickly as possible.

Relates to apparatus, driven by springs and con- 
trolled by clockwork, for recording the time of 
employes. In the arrangement shown in Fig. 4, 
the recording-paper is clamped down over a car- 
bon sheet on the bed-plate 1 by a hinged frame 
3, and the marking-apparatus is mounted in a car 
riage 21, which is caused to travel in guides of 
the frame 3 by springs 31 on two spindles 30 car- 
rying intergearing fixed wheels 34 and loose wheels 
33, 35. <A stationary frame 7, formed with inter- 
nal racks, is supported by bell-crank levers and 
parallel links 9, and is moved on vertical rods 6 
by a lever, to engage with the fixed wheels 34 
when the carriage is required to move continuously, 
day and night. If an intermittent action is de- 
sired, such as a pause for 12 hours during the 
night, after moving for 12 hours in the day, the 
racks are raised, to engage with the upper wheels 
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35, which are driven by a crank arm 38 carrying 
1 pivoted spring skip pawl adapted to bear against 
lugs 42 projecting from one of the wheels 35. 
The pawl is tripped clear of the lug by an 
arm 49 on a spindle 48, and ceases to drive the 
wheel until the next lug is reached. The loose 
lower wheels 33 are driven by ratchet-wheels 36, 
fixed to the spindles 30, engaging with pawls 37, 
pivoted to the wheels 33. The spindle 48 is rocked 
by a cam 46 of one of the wheels 33 acting on a 
spring arm 47 The other lower wheel carries a 
cam, which acts on an arm of a brake lever carry 
ing a brake block arranged to bear against the rack 
when the carriage is at rest. The pressure of 
the brake lever on the cam is regulated by a screw 
so that the resistance is the same whether the car- 
riage is moving or not. The unwinding of the 
springs 31 is retarded by clockwork gearing with 
one of the lower wheels 33 The carriage may be 
arranged to travel continuously at a constant rate 
for three days, or intermittently for six days. 
Marking fingers or levers 22 for recording the 
time are pivoted at 23 and forced down in contact 
with the paper by springs 24. The levers are 
thrown out of action by depressing spring keys 28, 
which are fixed to the levers, and are formed with 
pins or projections adapted to engage with locking 
or retaining bars 29. The springs 24 are fixed to 
a pivoted bar 26, and are adjusted simultaneously 
by a screw 27. The motor springs 31 are wound 
up by a key applied to the square upper «nd 
30a of the spindle 30, or by moving the carriage 
backwards when the wheels 34 gear with the racks. 
The racks are locked in working position, or out 
of action, by inserting a pin of the operating- 
lever in a hole in a guide-post. The recording- 
paper is ruled transversely, to indicate the time of 
day, and the longitudinal marks made by the levers 
22 record the number of hours worked by each 
person. By these arrangements, the complete 
record is always exposed to view, and can be in- 
spected while the machine is in action. In a modi- 
fication, the table is arranged to travel under sta- 
tionary marking-apparatus.

O sell cameras requires, in a manner, the 
eye of an artist; to know how to open 

and close the shutter of one is not all. 
The salesman must be in touch with the 
beauties of nature so that scenic effects 
can be placed before the prospective pur- 


chaser, for a large percentage of the 
“snap-shooters” appreciate those things, 


as they themselves reproduce nature on 
plate or film to admire it at other times, 
as well as to show their handiwork. 

Then again there is another class of cus- 
tomers to look after—the younger boys 
and girls who take delight in photograph- 
ing their playmates, and they very often 
take buildings and other scenes that are 
very good. With this class the experi- 
enced salesman is again useful, teaching 
them how to fill and operate their cameras; 
and when old enough to seek information, 
they often want to know how to develop, 
print and mount their pictures; for buy- 
ing a camera is not just like buying a 
watch. Usually when you purchase a 
watch and chain you are done for awhile; 
not so with the camera. It calls for films 
or plates, then for the developing outfit, 
mounts, etc. There are always things 
needed which can be handled profitably by 
the jeweler who sells them.

Jewelry Business. 


Second of a Series of “Timely Talks With Pr 
gressive Jewelers.” 
INCE the handicraft movement has 


been attracting attention, during the 
past few years, its influence has been seen 
in many directions. Perhaps not th 
least of its influence has been directed 
towards silversmithing and jewelry design 
ing and making. Like most movements 
of an advanced educational nature, handi 
craftsmanship has been much misunder- 
stood. It has been broadly classified with 
the various altruistic propositions brought 
forward from time to time for the artistic 
betterment of common things, but the 
average, practical, every day man is apt 
to give the matter very little thought, on 
way or the other. 

This has been just as true of jewelers as 
of any other class of men, and is true now 
But there is a tendency towards handi 
craft work and ideas, so-called, and it is 
a matter of business for the practical jew 
eler who is to keep up to date to recog 
nize the facts in order that he may intelli 
gently take advantage of the situation for 
his own benefit and _ the 
benefit of his customers, both present and 
future. Some men in the trade, both man 
ufacturers and retailers, have already rec 
ognized the tendency. This is_ partly 
shown by the artistic but simple designs 
recently produced by some of the silver 
ware and, to a lesser extent, by 
jewelry manufacturers. They have grasped 
the idea that an article of utility may be 
made according to a design which shall 
be pleasing to the eye just as well as any 
other way. A few jewelers throughout 
the country are now catering to the indi 
vidual likes of their customers along such 
which is an indication of the 
influence. 

The arts and crafts movement is simply 
handicraft and honest, conscientious work 
manship applied to material that is what it 
pretends to be; this combination tends to 
give to the articles so made more thar 
their intrinsic value, and such articles ap 
peal to men and women whose financial 
condition enables them to gratify their de 
sires in that direction. Sometimes these 
desires are honest, inborn outcroppings of 
real taste and artistic judgment; at other 
times they give evidence of merely follow 
ing a fad. Looking at the subject from 
a purely business standpoint it need make 
no difference to the jeweler which they 
are. They are as one for his purposes 

Real handicraft work is supposed to 
show some evidences of the maker’s per 
sonal attention; to have a certain individ 
uality that is lacking from any 
goods turned out in large quantities, prin 
cipally by machinery.

My partner and I started in business a year ago 
without making a formal contract. We sold a 
novelty to the jewelry trade on which we stamped 
a device as a trade-mark. We have now dissolved 
partnership, each taking half the profits, accounts, 
stock, etc., and both may continue in business. 
Would it be lawful for both of us to use the trade- 
mark, or can only one continue its use? If so 
which of us has that right? By answering the 
above you will confer a favor on BH. S. 1. 

ANSWER:—If either partner buys out 
the business and succeeds the firm, upon 
dissolution, he becomes sole owner of the 
trade-mark or label. If neither partner 
purchases the interest of the other, then 
each will have an equal right, after dis- 
solution, to use the trade-mark without 
interference from the other and without 
any right to complain of the other’s free 
use of the same device. As your firm is 
about to be dissolved, if you do not wish 
to use the trade-mark yourself and wish 
to. realize upon your share of its value, 
you may demand that the trade-mark be 
sold to the best advantage, like any other

But as may 
be expected by any person who knows the 
trend of things in this direction, the men 
who carry into tangible form these American 
ideas are not, as a rule, natives of this coun- 
try; but they are good workmen, perhaps 
better because they are not Americans, ob- 
jectionable as that expression may be to 
good, patriotic folks. 

Naturally, as Americans who can and will 
do the sort of work required by arts and 
crafts promoters are extremely scarce, the 
workers must be 
rule they are as apt to be developed from 
another line of industry. For instance, one of 
the best men in the Boston shop was a cop 
persmith. When he came there he knew lit 
tle of silversmithing, except as the features 
of working the two metals happened to 
agree, but it was not very long before he 
supplied the deficiency. Another man was a 
bench hand in one of the largest silverware 
factories of the country. He got tired of 
the mechanical routine there and came to the 
handicraft shop, where he is satisfied and 
satisfactory. 

While the main dependence of the shop’s 
financial end is the income from goods made 
from stock patterns, there is considerable 
work done according to special designs 
When Tue CrrcuLar-WEEKLY man was vis 
iting the shop he saw the partly completed 
designs for a tea set. On the work bench 
(well lighted from the north) were in pro 
cess of making a cross and set of 
sticks, made according to the ideas of the 
woman who is to own them later on. In 
this case her ideas and the ideas of the man 
ager of the shop did not agree, but he 
doing the best he could to turn out the most 
satisfactory work possible under the circum- 
stances.

The optician is not all that he might be—is he? 
“No,” comes the unreserved assent from every 
one of you, “alas, he is not.’? There is some of 
your subjugation. Why do you allow this to pass 
unchallenged? Why do you cower and answer 
just no? Do not look nor permit others to look 
at the matter in this light only; examine all sides 
in all lights, and insist that, while you may not 
be all that you might be, you are much being 
what you are! Is the statesman all that he might 
be? Then were there no party strife. Is the 
physician all that he might be? Then were dis- 
ease unknown. Is the minister all that he might 
be? Then were the devil having a far less social 
time of it. No, not one of them is nearer per- 
fection in his individual sphere than are you 
in yours. Yet are they not Why? 
Because they appreciate and respect in themselves 
that which they are and ought to be, and ignore 
as an unavoidable evil, that which they are not. 

The oculist endeavors to belittle the optician, 
proclaims that you are encroaching upon his do- 
mains, that you are incapable of applying the 
knowledge, to the attainment of which many of 
you have devoted your entire lives, and yet, you 
take it, and without a word let its influence creep 
in until it poisons your very manhood and allows 
you to think as he thinks—a jealous, avaricious 
and chafed opponent. Know, if you must, that 
your calling was an honored one when his was 
dishonest and forbidden; that Friar Bacon cor- 
rected defective vision with lenses, acting the part 
of optician as early as the thirteenth century, when 
the oculist’s forefathers were by stealth, prac- 
ticing alchemy, an unlawful practice, yet he claims, 
oh, how justly, that you, opticians, are encroach- 
ing upon his domains. 

Since when has the oculist made telescopes, 
since when, microscopes? Never, of course. No, 
to the optician solely is the world indebted for 
these means of bringing distant planets into view 
and magnifying minute objects so as to be dis- 
cernible. Thus from the beginning the opti- 
cian’s work has been to aid vision. Innumerable 
planets are so distant as to be undiscernible by 
the naked human eye—the optician with his lenses 
aids the vision and brings this distant world 
into view. The human eye unaided cannot perceive 
the minute objects of nature; again the opti- 
cian, with lenses, aids the vision and opens up 
another world. The human eye that cannot dis- 
tinguish surrounding objects nor read ordinary 
type—lenses will enable such an eye to do 
that work, and, to whom, pray, should we natu- 
rally look to procure the proper lenses? The 
answer would be superfluous. 

Now, tell me who is encroaching? Gentlemen, 
you must arouse yourselves, and whenever and 
wherever and however the oculist or any one else 
asserts that you are doing aught else than enjoying 
the rights of your chosen calling, tell him, as I 
now tell you, he lies! 

Friends, your calling is an honorable one, as 
honorable when practiced honorably, as any that 
exists. Some are jealous of your privileges and 
promises; you do not fully appreciate their in- 
estimable value. 3ut lay aside those thoughts, 
look forward and see that for you there is a prom- 
ise—a promise wrapt in one word—success; suc- 
cess in the highest, broadest sense!

Did the Romans Have Large Optical [n- 
struments ? 


Whether the ancient Romans had large 
optical instruments is a question raised 
by three lenses in a Berlin museum, says 
an exchange. These lenses—obtained 
from old baths—are plano-convex, abovt 
11x15 inches in size, and are inaccurately 
rounded and imperfectly polished. 

One suggestion is that they were used 
for heating the baths by the sun’s rays. 
The concaved emerald supposed to have 
been used by Nero for viewing the circus 
games is cited as proof that the Romans 
could have made lenses better adapted for 
optical uses. 





The Lewiston Optical Co., Gardiner, Me.,

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Variations in the State of Refraction of 
the Human Eye According to the 
Lighting. 


(Translated for Tue JeweLers’ CircuLAR-WEEKLY 
from a communication of M. AuGuUSTE 
CHARPENTIER, presented to the 
Académie des Sciences.) 

y August, 1895, I began to notice that 

my short sightedness increased during 
the twilight and that its apparent increase 
amounted to two diopters in clear moon- 
less nights. Since that time the same state 
has continued with nearly the same inten- 
sity. I have studied it under different con- 
ditions, varying the illumination and the 
method of measuring the refraction. From 
repeated experiments I drew the conclusion 
that’ the refraction of my eyes is, in a cer- 
tain measure, an effect of the illumination 
and that their refracting power increases 
when the light diminishes, the variation be- 
ing especially perceptible in feeble light. 

I attributed my first conclusions to the 
agency of the spherical aberration, when 
the pupil is dilated, which in my eye put 
forward the minimum section of the re- 
fracted pencils. This, however, is not the 
essential cause of the phenomenon, which 
may be deterniined by rendering the pupil 
constant, either with the aid of rather small 
diaphragms or by dilatation by means of 
atropine. 

The first means has the disadvantage of 
leaving a larger margin than the second 
to the dioptric tolerance of the eye; but it 
confirms the fact and the direction of the 
variation of refraction. The injection of 
atropine is preferable and eliminates all 
change of accommodation. Now the varia- 
tion of refraction is as marked as possible 
on the atropinized eye; I have seen it 
raised in certain cases to three diopters. It 
is only in these extreme cases that the va- 
riation reaches this extent. It is far from 
being generally so strong. I have found it, 
in general, less marked in other subjects 
than in myself. Some discover it only by 
giving special attention. The most com- 
mon variations are from one-half to one 
diopter. 

I have examined these 
with the aid of skiascopy and with the co- 
operation of M. Th, Guilloz. By making 
skiascopic comparisons on different eyes 
with the small flame of a Pigeon lamp, and 
with an incandescent lamp of 16 candle- 
power, we observed incontestable differences 
of refraction in the direction mentioned. 

In what manner does the light diminish 
the refraction in relation to darkness? It 
can do so only in three ways: (1) 
creasing the index of refraction of the me- 
dia of the eye; (2) by increasing the curve 
of the cornea or of the crystalline; (3) by 
moving forward the background of the 
retina about a third of a millimeter per 
diopter. , 

I shall not stop here to discuss the first 
hypothesis. which cannot be veri- 
fied on the living regard to 
the second I have with the 
Helmholtz ophthalmometer that the cornea 
does not vary under the conditions of the 
preceding experiment, which was easy to 
foresee. As far as the crystalline is con- 
cerned, the measurement of the rays of 
curvature would be perfectly illusory, on 
account of the great intensity which would

The third hypothesis remains; displac: 

This hypothes 
has been set forth by MM. Béraneck an 
Verrey in regard to another series of fact 
which are not entirely disconnected fro:

cases, and these writers have placed the fact 
beyond doubt, that the luminous excitatior 
of one eye produced, by reflex action in 
the other, a very slight diminution of re 
fraction, not exceeding a quarter or a third 
of a diopter. Grounding their opinion o1 
the abundant vascularization of the choroi 
particularly at the level of the yellow spot 
on its richness in and on 
points of structure which cause it to re 
semble erectile tissue, MM. Béraneck 
Verrey have thought that the luminous ex 
citation would produce by reflex action a 
certain turgescence of the choroid capable 
of forcing back the retina 

A similar explanation might be applicabl: 
in the present case, the unilateral reaction 
being necessarily more The dis 
placement of the sentient coat of the retina 
is not a new fact. Since the time of Engel 
mann’s researches the contraction of the 
cones under the influence of light has been 
known. This hypothesis might be verified 
by tests on animals, but the rabbit has not 
distinctly shown any variation of refraction 
according to the illumination, and I have 
not attempted experiments on other species 

Is it susceptible of verification on man? 
I think so. There are two new facts, ac 
cording to which it will be difficult not t 
admit it: (1) It is known how sensitive 
the retina is to mechanical excitations; if 
a phosphene is produced, the slightest dif 
ference in pressure is sufficient to cause the 
extent of the illuminated part to vary; now, 
if the more strongly lighted retina moves 
away from the sclerotic, from which the 
more inflated choroid separates it, the local 
effect of a hard body slightly compressing 
the sclerotic will be less efficaciously trans 
mitted to the retina, and the phosphene will 
diminish in extent. This verified 
by passing from darkness into the light. 

(2) I have observed, with M. Th. Guilloz, 
that when practiced on the 
papilla of the optic nerve, the apparent re 
fraction of this part instead of diminishing 
when the lighting increases, as in the re 
mainder of the retina, either does not vary, 
or increases slightly with the lighting, This 
may be understood on the preceding hypoth 
esis; no choroid or exists 
behind the papilla, and it cannot be pro 
jected forward; in compensation, it is well 
known that the lightest of inter 
ocular tension is transferred to the level of 
the papilla by a tendency to 
of its surface; now this is evidently a sec 
ondary, although quite feeble effect. of the 
congestion produced by the light (a well 
known congestion which may be so strong 
as to produce hemorrhage in the depth of 
the eye). 

This last fact destroys the hypothesis of 
any intervention of the crystalline or of the 
cornea, or of a variation of the refraction 
of the media, in the production of the phe- 
nomenon

ANSWER.—It is an interesting fact to note 
in this case, as in many other similar cases, 
that in hyperopic eyes of two diopters, or 
approximately that, there will be a propor 
tional heterophoria; that is, for every dio» 
ter of the correction, there will be four 
times the degree of heterophoria, for, other 
things being equal, Ametropia holds the re 
lation to heterophoria as one is to four 

\:H :: 1:4). Therefore, if the ametro- 
pic state is corrected, the heterophoria will 
also be relieved, ard all that is required is 
the correction for the Ametropia. Should, 
however, the Asthenopic symptoms con 
tinue, the application of decentered lenses or 
even prisms may be experimentally em- 
ployed conjoined with the lenses. 

It is the writer’s opinion that esophoria 
would be the heterophoric state instead of 
the exophoria, as herein described, as the 
third pair of nerves or the motor ocult 
nerves preside over the functions of con 
vergence and accommodation, and we 
naturally expect that the extra strain, for 
the maintenance of equilibrium, is placed 
upon the external rectus muscle, so that the 
base of the prism should be placed over the 
external rectus muscle, and the rule is, to 
prescribe one-half of the amount deter 
mined, apportioned over both eyes, 

The proper plan to pursue in this case 
would be to go over the ground very care 
fully and note the full amount of Ametropia 
under atropine (four grains to the ounce of 
water), as there is, no doubt, a greater 
amount of hyperopia than is discovered 
thus far in this case, as the patient is only 
18 years of age. It would be exceptionally 
wise, also, to prescribe the full amount, and 
thus do away with the prisms entirely. 

It is also an interesting fact to note the 
patient’s subjective experience during elec- 
trical aerial manifestations, so that sugges- 
tions of hysteria are at once brought into 
play with the usual reflex or sympathetic 
ocular disturbances, and that from this fact 
alone, the thing to do, is to prescribe for 
the hyperopia alone and discard the prisms, 
as it is a fact worthy of mention that hys- 
terical girls of 18 years will accept almost 
everything in the way of lenses. Her fam 
ily physician will render efficient service at 
this time until the patient’s nervous system 
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becomes fully established and under bette 
control, 


In answer to a subscriber’s query on lens 
grinding a _ succinct article from _ the 
Dioptric and Oprthalmometric Review is 
appended below: 

In grinding lenses, that is edge work, 
the work is all the same for either frame 
or frameless. For frameless lenses the 
edges are ground flat, and for frames the 
edges are beveled to a V shape. Some de 
gree of skill is required to grind a flat edge 
and not chip it on the finishing touches 
both hands are required, one to hold the 
lens, the other to revolve it. 

Frameless lenses are best ground by 
holding the lens in a line with the stone, 
while frame lenses are ground by holding 
the lens at right angles to the stone, at an 
inclination enough to put on the proper 
bevel. The bevel edge should not be sharp, 
else it will chip and crack out after being 
ground in the frame, but rather a wide 
angle bevel, slightly deeper than the groove 
in the frame. As a final word about using 
the grindstone, never allow it to be used 
for any purpose but lens grin ling. Grind- 
ing metal of any kind on a Craig-Leith will 
spoil the surface for lens wo _ 

The next essential tools required are a 
diamond for lens cutting and a good range 
of lens patterns, in sizes for marking out 
lenses. Some workmen are content to use 
a steel point for marking and cutting, but 
such work in the end costs more in wasted 
time and broken stock than would be the 
price of a good diamond \ good dia- 
mond, properly mounted, will cost about $6, 
and used with care will last for years. 
Good tools must not be used indiscrimin- 
ately by anyone and everybody. A good 
workman who possesses good tools knows 
their worth and proper use, takes proper 
care of them, and is sometimes dubbed a 
crank for his pains

ANSWER:—(1) Two oxides of gold are 


known, the monoxide or sub-oxide, Auz O, 
and the sesquioxide or peroxide, Auz Os. 
The hydrated sesquioxide Au) (HO)s 1s 
best prepared by heating a solution of gold 
chloride with magnesia and washing the 
residue with nitric acid. It possesses a 
yellow, olive-green or brown color (accord 
ing to the method of preparation) while 
damp, and, upon drying, becomes brownish 
or black. When warmed with alcoholic 
potash, metallic gold precipitated in 
minute scales used in miniature painting. 
The hydroxide is soluble in potash, form 
ing a very unstable potassium aurate. The 
solution may be used in_ electrogilding. 
When acted upon by ammonia, the oxide 
produces a green or brown fulminate, allied 
to that of silver. The fulminate may be ob- 
tained as a buff-colored precipitate contain 
ing some ammoniacal subchloride of gold, on 
addition of ammonia to the gold chloride 
solution. (2) The oxide of gold does not 
dissolve in a cyanide plating solution as 
does chloride of gold, and, although the 
unstable hydroxide may be used in electro- 
gilding, the more practical and economical 
salts, those of chloride of gold and bi 
chloride of platinum, are generally used 
Bichloride of platinum costs $10.50, chloride

QvuEsTION No. 507.—Paris Red.—Ca» 
you tell me how Paris red is made and 
which quality is the best for a wat 
maker's use? m, A 
ANSWER :—Paris red, also called “jew 
elers’ red,” English red, rouge or crocu 
is the best polishing medium for watch 
makers as well as for jewelers. It is sold 
In various shades, from a brick red to a 
chocolate brown. Its color does not give 
any indication as to its usefulness and 
purity of material, but it enables us 
to judge about the hardness of the 
polishing powder The dark shades ar 


harder than the light ones, which latter are 


very soft; and consequently the tormer are 
generally «sed for steel and the latter fot 
objects of soft metals. Paris red is prin 
cipally composed of peroxide of iron or 
oxydulated iron. Most of the 
separate peroxide of iron from 
composition in the fire, and advantage has 
been taken of this property for the manu 
facturing of Paris red.

Small drills may be hardened by 
simply swinging them in the air imme 
diately after the blade has been made red 
hot. It must always be borne in mind that 
steel which has been heated too highly has 
deteriorated in quality and will remain 
brittle In the “France Horlogere” is 
mentioned a method as to the use of the 
cyanide of potassium, which is as follows: 
Melt cyanide of potassium in an earthen 
or metallic crucible and dip the steel article 
in this watery fusion in which it will be 
come red hot, then throw immediately into 
water. This secures a very great hardness

Scientific Study of Pottery Clays. 


HE Rutgers Scientific School at Tren 

ton, N. J., recognizing the growing im 
portance of scientific knowledge of clays as 
related to ceramics, has instituted a Depart 
ment of Clay Working and Ceramics. ‘To 
the jeweler and art connoisseur, who are 
even remotely interested in the possibilities 
of clays, the first annual report of 
department is gratifying. 
It is as follows: 

The legislative act which has established the 
Department of Clay Working and Ceramics is a 
recognition of the importance of this industry and 
the value of the practically inexhaustible supply 
of raw materials for which new uses are constantly 
being found. Besides the needs of the potter, the 
tilemaker and the brickmaker, clay furnishes mate 
rial for sanitary, chemical and electrical wares and 
the largest part of the builder’s supplies, as well as 
for less familiar such as that of the paint 
maker and the papermakers, etc., for which the 
consumption totals a large amount.

at the height of their production, but

ployed, his china soon became noted for 
its pure and delicate body, excellent glaze 
and superior decoration. The ware was, 
moreover, so fragile that a large percent 
age was spoiled in working. The Nant- 
garw which still pre- 
served, were of excellent design and work- 
manship; the gilding being especially well 
done, and resembling French work so 
much that many suppose that it the 
work of a French artist, although there is 
no record of one having been employed. 
The ware soon became firmly established 
in the London market, Mortlock, the fa- 
mous dealer in porcelain, having become 
a customer. This. ‘it is said, excited the 
envy of J. Rose, who resolved to close the 
works, if possible, and as Billingsley was 
hampered by insufficient capital he thought 
it best to the offer which 
made, inviting him to come to Coalport. 
The Nantgarw works thereupon
